WHEREAS, this amendment will clarify the provisions for sites to be monitored for

WHEREAS, the Land Development Regulation Commission finds that this 
amendment to the Unified Land Development Code is consistent with the Comprehensive 
| Plan; and

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF. COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, THAT: 





PART 1 The Unified Land Development Code of Palm Beach County is amended as 
follows: 


SUBPART 1 Article 6, Section 6.4.D.22.c.(18), Zoning Districts, Supplementary Use 
Standards, Communication tower, commercial is amended to add and 
delete language as follows: 


(18) Monitoring of emissions. All emissions, including radio frequency emissions and 
microwave emissions from at commercial communication panel antennas and 
towers shall be monitored to ensure compliance with standards established by the 


FCC. These sites shall be limited to towers, rooftops, and other facilities which 
| accommodate cellular, PCS, and SMRS antennas.

| void, such holding shall not affect the remainder of this ordinance.

| PART 5. INCLUSION IN THE UNIFIED LAND DEVELOPMENT CODE: The provision of 
|| this ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Unified Land Development Code 
iof Palm Beach County, Florida. The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word “ordinance” may be changed to “section,” 
"tele, or any other appropriate word.
